Puring a reo r.t visit to Mammoth Cave, 
Kentucky, I was in from 8 o’clock at night 
till 9 o’clock in the morning, and then 
again, without rest, from 9:30 tiil 1:30. As 
our party marched along lamp in hand, 1 
was reminded of tourist processions through 
the Roman Catacombs, and still more oí a 
journey through the Loudon dock wine- 
vaults, the fungus on this occasion being 
represented hv stalactite. 1 was also re­ 
minded of the curving banks of rock 
through which the water rushes at Mont­ 
morency Steppes; of St. Ann’s Rock ; of 
pictures of coal mines; of tiustave Pore’s 
pictures of the infernal regions; of scenes 
described by Milton and Dante; of tunnels 
and embankments; of Walpurgis-Night 
pictures ; of Egyptian tombs in the Jlrit- 
ish Museum ; of roofs and crypts of ca­ 
thedrals; of scenes in “G*y Mannering.” 
Títere are roads as wide as cathedrals, pits 
200 feet deep, domes 200 feet high—that is, 
sls higli as the Bunker Hill or Loudon 
monument—very grand when lighted by 
Bengal (ires. There are chasms, abysses, a 
Dead sea. a Lethe river, a Echo river, with 
the roof of the cave and the water of the 
river about two feet apart, terribly grand 
when a dozen pistol-shots 
REVERBERATE FOR MII.ES ABOUND, 
And very musical when four notes of a 
chord are sung and allowed to die away, as 
at the Baptistery at l’isa. Sometimes the 
wails curve and sometimes descend, and 
then the sensation of the mysterious world 
bevond and to come is dismal in the ex­ 
tréme, even with a party of ten noisy peo­ 
ple. At 11:30, midnight, a lady wanted to 
leave the cave, and those who wished to 
remain waited till 2:30 for the return of 
the guide and party, who escorted the lady 
out. During these three hours my party 
wandered about in couples for a hundred 
yards, and at times the terror of darkness 
and danger increased the sublimity. A 
lunch basket, and a lamp near it, were 
sjioken of during these three hours as 
home, and certainly there was a sense of 
safc-tv at that one spot—a delusion, foolish 
as it may seem, we all shared in. \V e were 
in reality an hour and a half s journey 
from the cave’s mouth, without a guide, 
and without a boat, and with a river com­ 
pletely 
CUTTING OFF ALL HITE OF F.XJT. 
At this time it was very interesting to ob­ 
serve that the strata at our feet, twenty feet 
thick, had once formed part of the root. 
Another layer might eonte at any moment. 
This, then, must have been the guide’s 
cheerful thought when lie warned our party 
that the dozen pistol shots might shake 
down some of the roof of the cave. There 
are stalactite and stalagmite formations as 
at Fingal’s Cave and Giant's Causeway, 
and gypsum rosettes and figures like the 
ornaments on a bridal cake. Some of the 
rocks are semi-transparent: the walls and 
roofs are often like thick plaster, hut of- 
tener of solid masonry, without joint or 
flaw. Sometimes the roof is black, and 
then it appears like the firmament, and 
the passageway seems open to the heavens. 
By certain effects of light the roof may he 
made to represent stars, and then the star 
chamber is the most perfect illusion in 
scenery 1 have ever witnessed. The guide, 
•t colored man, is an excellent ventrilo­ 
quist anti imitator of cock-crowing and 
sheep-bleating, it! an arii-tic way he

Rv the effect of light and rural sounds. 
There is no sense ol latigtte in the jour­ 
ney, the impression all the time being that 
vou are passing from hall to hall of ever- 
varying character. The difference be­ 
tween the frosted roots of gypsum and the 
black roofs of oxide of iron cannot certain­ 
ly he called repetitions of the same picture. 
The walking is e asy when compared with 
usual rock climbing, and the footing is 
generally as salteas when walking on dry 
chalk. 
The most fascinating view from the in­ 
terior is that of the sunlight and trees out­ 
side the eave, after the eye has been ac­ 
customed to the light of the oil lamps, the 
gray rocks, and the darkness, for thirteen 
hours.

This ( avc is as interesting as to the painter 
and the lover of dramatic and poetical 
efh'cts. The guide-books give interesting 
descriptions of the changes worked by 
water and carbonic acid upon the lime­ 
stone, casilv understood by the amateur in 
geologv and chemistry. First, the sulphuric 
acid in the water dissolves the iiinestoBie, 
or carbonate of lime, and a solution of bi­ 
carbonate of lime is formed. As this drops 
the sulphuric acid weakens, and the com­ 
position then begins to form a stalactite. If 
instead of falling like an icicle it oozes out 
of the rock, it forms a stalagmite. If the 
limestone contain iron, it forms a deposit 
either black or the color of iron-rust.

care and the crop is very valuable. Fa-t 
vear the total yield was comparatively light 
being about Í,000,000 bushels, while this 
season the crop is over 3,500,000 bushels. 
Last year they sold at 71 cents a ¡wind, 
while this year they can he had at 31 cents. 
The peanut grows very much like a sweet 
potato, and the vine resembles the red 
clover. W herever a new leaf starts out a 
tendril is formed which extends into the 
ground. The average yield is from 30 to 
70 bushels to the acre, and there are about 
100 peanuts on each vine. The article is a 
good one for speculation, anil money can be 
made by judicious investments, because pea­ 
nuts do not deteriorate with age and keep 
their taste for years. The expense of rais­ 
ing them is twice that of corn. The reason 
of this is that the fruit must be picked by 
hand, which is slow and laborious. The 
average annual consumption is over 2,000,­ 
000 bushels, t >f course the consumption de­ 
pends upon the price to a great extent. 
The experiment of cultivating peanuts in 
California was recently attempted with sig­ 
nal success, and the <¡olden State will prob­ 
able become a rival ot \ irginia as a peanut 
raising locality. A few are raised in North 
Carolina, Missouri and Arkansas, but the 
two States referred to grow nine-tennis of 
all the peanuts used in the world. A good 
deal of skill is required in handling ¡ruber*. 
They are shipped in the rough and the pro­ 
cess of cleaning and grading is done by the 
wholesale purchaser. 
The peanuts are 
emptied from sacks into a large bin and are 
run through a fan which separates the chaff. 
Passing down through another fan, the 
light nuts are thrown aside and meaty ones 
run along a groove, when the black and in­ 
ferior stock is ¡licked up by girls, and when 
the nuts reach the packing room there are 
two grades. During the various processes 
through which they are sent the nuts be­ 
come elean and ¡iclished. Of course they 
must he roasted before people will eat them. 
As soon it- the river « ill permit a boat will 
he sent to the Tennessee river to buy up as 
much as possible of the peanut crop there, 
and, if possible, secure a portion, if not all, 
of the Cincinnati trade. Peanuts are al­ 
ways a staple article, and if St. Louis suc­ 
ceeds in turning the market here it will lie 
worth thousands of dollars in a business 
way.—-[St. Louis tilobe-Demoerat.

PROFITS IN PEANUTS. 
Growth of th<* Homely “ Guber,” anil 
How it is known to Cominorce. 
Everyliody eats peanuts, but few know 
where they are raised, or how they are 
handled. They are strictly speaking a 
plcbian article of diet. No one ever saw 
peanuts on a fashionable dinner table, or 
among the delicacies at a banquet, yet the 
amount of these nuts consumed annually is 
simply enormous. Foreign countries have 
never l*een educated to recognize the good 
qualities of the peanut, and i-onsequentiy 
none are exported. \\ ’.thin the last two 
years the raising and handling ol th e‘‘gu- 
lier,” as the peanut is called in the South, 
has become an important industry. Yet 
the producing sections are confined to 
Eastern Virginia and Western Tennessee 
along the (*unii erlainl river. I lie largest 
markets for peanuts in the world are Nor­ 
folk and Cincinnati, and in these cities sev­ 
eral firms do nothing but buy and sell the 
poor man’s fruit. About two months ago 
the most extensive peanut commission 
house in Cincinnati removed to St. Louis, 
and will try to make this city an outlet for 
the Tennessee stock. Strange to say, St. 
Louis, although two hundred and fifty 
mile nearer the Cumberland river than 
Cincinnati, has done only an insignificant 
trade in peanuts. From the usually large 
quantity of “ gubers” seen at the confec­ 
tionary stores and corner-fruit stands the 
uuiuiiiated would naturally suppose lliat

STATEMENT BY THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL CONCERNING THEM, 


W hat the Chinese ISelieve Concerning 
4ft mmortality. 
A writer in a recent issue of the Xorth 
China Herald discusses the early Chinese 
notions of immortality. In the most an­ 
cient times ancestral worship was main­ 
tained on the ground that the souls of the 
dead exist after this life. The present is a 
¡tart only of human existence, and men 
continue to be after death what they have 
become before it. lienee the honors ac­ 
corded to mea of rank in their lifetime 
were continued to them after their death. 
In the earliest utterances of Chinese Na­ 
tional thought on this subject we find that 
dualtv which lias remained the prominent 
feature in Chinese thinking ever since. 
The present life is light; the future is 
darkness. W hat the shadow is to the sub­ 
stance, the soul i« to the body; what vapor 
is to water, breath is to man. By the pro­ 
cess of cooling steam may again become 
water, and the transformation of animals 
teach us that being* 
iferior to man may 
live after death. An- ni Chinese, then, 
believed that as there isa male and female 
principle in all nature, a ¿«v and a night 
as inseparable front each thing in the uni­ 
verse as from ike universe itself, so it is 
with man. In the course of ages, and in the 
vicissitudes of religious ideas, men came 
to believe more definitely in the possibil­ 
ity ol’ communications with supernatural 
beings. In the twelfth century before the 
Christian era it was a distinct belief that 
the thoughts of the sages were to them 
a revelation from above. The “ Book of 
< ides’’ frequently uses the expression, 
"(iod -poke to them,” and one sage is rep­ 
resented after death “ moving up and 
down in the presence of God in heaven.” 
A few centuries subsequently we find for 
the first time great men transferred in the 
popular imagination to the sky, it being 
believed that their souls took up their 
abodes in certain constellations. This was 
due to the fact that the ideas of immortal­ 
ity hail taken a new shape, and that the 
philosophy of the times regarded the stars 
of heaven as the pure essences of the 
grosser things belonging to this world. 
The ¡aire is heavenly and the gross earth­ 
ly, and therefore that which is purest on 
earth ascends to the region of the stars. 
At the same time hermits and other ascet­ 
ics began to he credited with the power of 
acquiring extraordinary longevity, and 
the stork became the animal which the 
immortals preferred to ride above all 
others. The idea of plant’s which con­ 
fer immunity from death soon sprang 
up. The fungus known a- Poly|Hirus luci­ 
das was taken to he the most efficacious of 
all plants in guarding man from death, and 
3,000 ounces of silver have been asked for 
a single specimen. Its red color was among 
the circumstances which gave it its reputa­ 
tion, for at this time the live colors of 
Babylonian astrology had been accepted as 
indications of good and evil fortune. This 
connection of i red color with the notion 
of immortality through the medium of 
good and bad luck led to the adoption of 
cinnabar as the pliilo»o|ibcr’s -tone, and 
thus to the construction of the whole sys­ 
tem of alchemy. The plant of immortal 
life is spoken of in ancient Chinese litera­ 
ture at least a century before the mineral. 
In correspondence with the tree of life in 
Eden there wa* probably a Babylonian tra­ 
dition which found its way to China 
shortly before Chinese writers mention the 
plant of immortality. The Chinese, not 
being navigators, must have got their ideas 
of the ocean which surrounds the world 
from those who were, and when they re­ 
ceived a cosmography they would receive 
it with its legends.—[Nature.

W hen I entered upon the duties of this 
office 1 found that suits had been brought 
for the entire amount, 
taxes, pen­ 
alties, interest, and attorney's fees due from 
railroads operated in more than one county 
ill this State, except a few cases which I 
have since brought and disposed of, as I 
will state in another place, I found that 
nearly all these cases had been removed 
from 'the State Courts to the United States 
Circuit Court, and that the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral of this State was charged with control 
of all ibis litigation. 1 found that com­ 
promises of tlie demands of the State had 
been made by Boards of County Supervi­ 
sors and District Attorneys. My predeces­ 
sor in office had endeavored to set aside 
sucli compromises, and I pressed the mo­ 
tions for that purpose until the removal of 
the cases, in which the motions were pend­ 
ing. into Circuit Court, compelled me to 
wait the decision ol'the questions involved 
in all the eases by the United States Su­ 
preme Court before any correction of the 
illegal compromises will be possible. 
From a great num ber of suits brought by 
the counties against the railroads, the suit 
of San Mateo county was selected (before 1 
entered upon this office) as a test ease at 
least so far as the construction of tlie Fed­ 
eral Constitution was involved. That case 
was tried in the Circuit Court and decided 
adversely to the State. An appeal was 
taken and the cause advanced upon the 
calendar of the United States Suprem e 
Court, very elaborately argued and sub­ 
mitted. No decision was given, but, after 
some considerable delay, an intimation, 
upon wliat authority I do not know, was 
given to this office that the Supreme Court 
required the trial of six additional cases, 
that all the issues might be fully before it. 
The six cases were tried in the United 
States Circuit Court, and substantially the 
same judgment was rendered as in the San 
Mateo ease. From these judgments I have 
caused appeals to be taken. A motion to 
advance all these cases on the calendar has 
been made and denied. 
After the decision of the last six cases 
proposals of compromise in ah the rem ain­ 
ing eases were offered by the railroad com­ 
panies and rejected. In a few days alter 
this negotiation was made public, a news­ 
paper ( Chronicle) suggested a settlement of 
all the tax cases by a payment by the rail­ 
road of the face of the assessment for the 
years 1880-81-82. W ithout giving the rea­ 
son, it is enough to say the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral favored this proposition, although it 
contemplated a remission of the penalties, 
interest and attorney’s fees. Aftc-r much 
and somewhat acrimonious discussion this 
plan was abadoned. 
The Attorney-General then called tip all 
the cases upon the docket against the rail­ 
road companies for the years 1880-1-2 for 
trial in the Circuit Courts (except the cases 
which were affected by the attempted com­ 
promises of the District Attorneys and Su­ 
pervisors. which were left as they were oil 
the docket). The Court pronounced judg­ 
m ent against the plaintiff, as it had done 
on the former trials. The attorney for the 
railroad then moved to set aside this judg­ 
ment, and have judgm ent entered in favor 
of the plaintiff for the face of the tax—stat­ 
ing in open Court, as a condition of the 
judgm ent for the face of the tax, that it did 
not bar the right of the State to appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court on the 
question of penalty, interest and attorney’s 
fee, or in any way affect the rights of the 
Siate upon those issues. W ith this under­ 
standing, which was not entered on the 
minutes, but formally and fully expressed 
in a stipulation between the parties, the 
Attorney-General consented to the judg­ 
ment. The taxes, am ounting to $470,475 OS, 
were paid, and the judgment satisfied.‘The 
Controller of State notified the county offi­ 
cers not to receive the money due, as lie 
would not settle their accounts. Notwith­ 
standing this menace, all the counties inter­ 
ested have received their proportions, 
amounting to $-329,030 Ss, except the coun­ 
ties of 1’iaeer, 8an Joaquin .and Contra 
Costa. 1 have on hand, subject to their 
order, $141.435 20. 1 have some months 
since sued out a mandate from the Su­ 
preme Court, to compel the county of 
Contra Costa to receive the sum to which 
it is entitled. FI very technical defense has 
been interposed, and, a= yet, no decision 
has been given. 
Upon the rendition of thc.*e judgments, 
and their satisfaction by this office, the 
Legislature was convened in extra session, 
and its attention particularly called to the 
‘'com prom ise” which tlu-y were informed 
by the Executive message had been effect­ 
ed, to the great loss of the State. 
An in­ 
vestigation was ordered by the Legislature, 
and prosecuted before the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee of the House of Representatives. A 
majority of the committee reported that the 
interests of the State had been protected by 
an appeal properly taken. A minority of 
the committee reported exactly the reverse, 
and, following the spirit of the Executive 
message, pronounced the Attorney-General 
guilty of effecting a compromise of the dues 
to tin- State of many hundreds of thousands 
ot dollars. The House of Representatives 
rejected the report of the majority and ap­ 
proved the report of the minority, and by a 
vote of 4? to 15. pronounced a censure, of 
which the brutal cruelty was only to be ex­ 
cused by its brutal ignorance. The only 
question involved was the validity of the 
appeal. 
As ,*oon as possible, the appeal 
was perfected in one of the cases in which 
the alleged compromise had been made 
San Bernardino vs. Railroad Company), 
and placed upon the calendar of the United 
States SupremeConrt. A motion was made 
to strike that case from the calendar on the 
grounds set forth in the m inority report, 
and tlic Court unanimously, and from the 
Bench, declared the appeal regularly taken, 
completely sustaining the majority of the 
Judiciary Committee, and this office. To 
avoid tlic ex pense of appeals in all the cases 
in which the course above indicated was 
pursued by me, a stipulation has been en­ 
tered into by which all those rases will 
abide the decision in the one case in which 
an appeal has been taken. 
Tlic taxes on the railroad company for 
the year 1883 having become delinquent, 
suit was brought under a new Act iStat. 
Is.*:: l.y attorneys appointed by the Con­ 
troller. These suits were removed from 
the State Court to tire United States Circuit 
Court, and came under the control ol this 
office. A tender of sixty per cent, of the 
face of tin- tax had been made by the de­ 
fend.ml. I moved the Court for an orb 
against defendant to makegood the tender, 
which w as granted by the Court and obeyed 
by defendant. The money, amounting to 
$333,377 10. was paid to me, which, with 
the balance from the years 1880-81 •*;. 
leaves in my hands the sum of $374,812 3u. 
The suits were then submitted upon Jhe 
evidence given in the former trials, with 
some additional evidence, made necessary 
by certain changes in the methods of assess­ 
ment and judgm ent entered for defendants. 
I have not incurred the expense of taking 
appeals in these eases, as it seems certain 
that some definite settlement of the great 
questions between the railroad company 
and the State w ill he reached before the 
time limiting the right of appeal lapses. 
If necessary, I can and will take them up 
before my term of office expires. Under 
an amendment of the revenue law the large 
sum collected for the tax of 1883 is paya­ 
ble to the Treasury of the State, but the 
Controller has declined to receive it. 
The Attorney-General concludes his re­ 
port with the following paragraph : 
Feeling how worse than useless any sug­ 
gestions from this office in regard to the 
many and pressing exigencies of the State 
would lie, 1 close tiiis report with congratu­ 
lations u¡ion the success of the adm inistra­ 
tion in borrowing at high interest from 
parties debtors to the State money to sup­ 
port the State Prisons, in exhausting the 
fund sacred to the education of the people, 
in flooding the country with warrants upon 
the treasury discounted at ruinous rates by 
employes of tire State, while more than 
enough coin to meet the obligations of tbe 
State lies w ithout interest and almost with­ 
out security in this office. 


Fresno county in 1880 had property to

FIREPROOF INDIANS. 
Him- the Hashkawn It»*cc i* Performed 
at the Navajo Agency. 
John B. Sweet, who has recently been 
traveling in New Mexico and Arizona, 
gave an interesting and graphic sketch to 
a Denver Tribune reporter of the “ Hash­ 
kawn Dance,” which lie had witnessed at 
one of the Navajo agencies. 
It took place 
in a large corral, or inclocure ot an irregu­ 
larly circular form, about forty paces in 
diameter. Its fence, about eight feet high, 
was constructed of fresh juniper and ¡'¡non 
boughs, in the center was a conical pile 
of dry wool, about twelve feet high, which 
was to make the great central fire. Around 
this, a few feet from the fence, a dozen 
smaller fires were burning for the comfort 
and convenience of the spectators, win» 
numbered about 500 men. women and chil­ 
dren, gathered here from the various parts 
of the Navajo country. The tire dance 
was the most picturesque and startling of 
all. Some time before the dancers entered 
I heard strange sounds, mingled with the 
blowing of the buffalo horn. The sounds 
were much like the rail of the sandhill 
crane, and may perhaps be properly called 
“ trumpeting,” and they were made by the 
dancers constantly during the exercises. 
The noises continued to grow louder and 
come nearer, until we heard them at the 
opening in the east, and in a moment after 
men having no more clothing 011 than a 
breech-i lout entered. Every man bore a 
long, thick bundle of shredded cedar bark 
in each hand except the leader, who car­ 
ried four smaller fagots of the sawn- mate­ 
rial. Four times they all danced round 
the fire, waving their bundles of bark b>- 
ward the flame; then they halted in the 
east: the leader advanced toward the cen­ 
tral fire, lit one of his little fagots and 
trumpeting loudly, threw it over the fence 
of the corral in the east. He performed a 
similar act at the south, the west and the 
north, hut before the northern brand was 
thrown lie' lit it with the fagots of his com­ 
rades. As each brand disappeared over the 
fence, some of the spectators blew into their 
hands, and made a motion as if tossing 
some sulistanee after the departing flame. 
When the fagots were all lit the whole 
band began a wild dance around the fire. 
At first they kept close together and spat 
upon one another some substance of sup­ 
posed medicinal virtue. Soon they scat­ 
tered and ran, apparently without concert, 
the rapid racing causing the brands to 
throw out long brilliant streamers of llatne 
over the naked hands and arms of the 
dancers. They then proceeded to apply 
the brands to their own nude bodies, and 
the Lilies of their comrades in front of 
them—no man ever once turning around. 
At times the dancer struck the victim vig­ 
orous blows with his flaming wand; again 
he seized the flame as if it were a sponge, 
and, creeping close to one pursued, rubbed 
the back of the latter for several moments 
as if he were bathing him. In the mean­ 
time, the sufferer would catch tip with 
some one in front of him and, in turn, 
bathe him in the flame. At times when a 
dancer found tip one in front of him he pro­ 
ceeded to “ sponge” his own back, and 
might keep this tip while making two or 
three circuits around the fire, or until he 
overtook some one else. At each applica­ 
tion of the blaze the loud trumpeting was 
heard, and it often seemed as if a flock of a 
hundred cranes were winging their way- 
overhead, southward, through the dark­ 
ness. If a brand became extinguished it 
was so far consumed ;ts to he 110 longer held 
conveniently in the hand, the dancer 
dropped it and rushed trumpeting out of 
the corral. Thus one by one they all de­ 
parted, and the spectator* stepped into the 
arena, picked up the fascicles of the fallen 
fragments of the bark, lit them and bathed 
their hands in the flames as a charm 
against the evil effects of tire. 
“ Were they not blistered?” asked the 
reporter. 
"They were not hurt in the least,” was 
the answer. “ 1 believe they were protected 
by a coating of earth or clay paint. That, 
however, did not make the effect any les* 
strange. 1 have beheld many line scenes 
011 the stage, many acts of lire-eating and 
tire-handling by civilized jugglers, and 
many fire-danees by other Indian tribes, 
but nothing quite comparable to this. The 
scenic accessories were unique. Demons 
scourging lost souls with the eternal tile 
could s; lively be pictured to look more aw­ 
ful.”—[Denver Tribune. 


Ttie Tip oT the Tongue. 
W hen we want to assure ourselves, by 
mean of taste, about any unknown object 
- say a lump of some white stuff; which 
may be ery.-lal or glass or alum or borax or 
quartz or rock salt—we put the tip of the 
tongue against it gingerly. If it begins to 
burn ti* we draw it away more or less ran- 
idlv. with an accompaniment in language 
strictly dependent upm our personal hab­ 
its anil manners. The test we thus occa­ 
sionally apply, even in the civilized state, 
to unknown bodies, is one that is being ap­ 
plied every day and ill! day long by chil­ 
dren and savages. I nsophistieated liit- 
manitv is constantly putting everything it 
sees up to its mouth in a frank spirit of 
experimental inquiry as to it- gustatory 
properties. In civilized life we find every­ 
thing readv labeled and assorted for u* ; 
we comparatively seldom require to roll 
the contents of a suspicious bottle t in very 
small quantities) doubtfully upon the 
tongue in order to discover whether it is 
pale sherry or Chili vinegar, Dublin stout 
or mushroom ketchup. But fin the savage 
state, from which, geologically and biolog­ 
ically speaking, we have only just emerged, 
bottles and labels do not exist. Primitive 
man. therefore, in his sweet simplicity, lues 
onlv two modes open before him for decid­ 
ing whether the things ite finds are or are 
not strictly edible. 1 he first thing lie 
does is to sniff’at them, and smell lieing. :'.s 
Herbert >pencer lia* well put it, an antici­ 
patory taste, generally gives him some 
idea of what the thing is likely to ¡trove. 
The second thing he does is to ¡K>p it into 
his mouth and proceed practically to ex­ 
amine its further characteristics. Strictly 
speaking, with the tip of the tongue one 
can’t really taste at all. If you put a 
small drop of honey or of oil of bitter 
almonds on that part of the mouth, you 
will find (no doubt to your great surprise) 
! that it produces no effect of any sort ; you 
onlv taste it when it begins slowly to dif­ 
! fuse itself, and reaches .the true tasting 
I region in the middle distance. But if you 
put a little cayenne pepper or mustard on 
the same part, you will find that it bites 
I v ; immediately—the experiment should 
: i 
tried sparingly—while if you put it 
1 lower down ¡11 the mouth you will -wallow 
it almost without noticing the pungency of 
the stimulant. The reason is that the tip 
of the tongue is supplied only with nerves 
which are really nerves of touch, not 
nerves of taste proper; they belong to a 
totally different main branch, and they go 
to a different center in the brain, together 
with the very similar threads which sup­ 
ply the nerves of smell for mustard and 
pepper. That is why the sntell and taste 
of these pungent substances are so tnuch 
alike, as everybody must have noticed; 
a good sniff at a mustard pot producing 
almost the same irritating effect as an in­ 
cautious mouthful. As a rule we don't 
accurately distinguish, it is true, between 
these different regions of taste ¡11 the 
mouth in ordinary life; but that is be­ 
cause we usually roll our food about in­ 
stinctively, without paying much atten­ 
tion to the particular part affected by it. 
Indeed, when one is trying deliberate ex­ 
perimente in the subject, in order to test 
the varying sensitiveness of the different 
parte to different substances, it is necessary 
to keep the tongue quite dry in order to 
isolate the tiling you are experimenting 
with and prevent its spreading to all parte 
of the mouth together. Iu actual practice 
this result is obtained in a ratiier ludicrous 
manner—by blowing upon the tongue k - 
tween each experiment w ith a pair of bel­ 
lows. To sueli undignified expedients does 
the pursuit of science lead the ardent mod­ 
ern psychologist. Those domestic rivals of 
Dr. Forbes Winslow, the servants, who be­ 
hold the enthusiastic investigator alter­ 


nately drying his tongue in this ridiculous 
fashion, as if he were a blacksmith’s lire, 
and then squeezing out a single drop of 
essence of ¡¡epper, vinegar or beef tea from 
a glass syringe u¡*on the dry surface, not 
unnaturally arrive at the conclusion that 
master has gone stark mad, and that, in 
their private opinion, it's the microscope 
and the skeleton as has done it.—[T he 
Comhill Magazine. 
Seth Green ami His W onderful Garden. 
The fame of Seth Green as a master of 
the rod and gun and as an enthusiastic, 
practical pisiculturist is world-wide. He 
is a keen observer of nature in all her 
moods, but is especially noted for hi* inti­ 
mate acquaintance with fishes and birds 
and tlteir habits, and the profound knowl­ 
edge he possesses.of the vegetable and an­ 
imal life upon w hich they feed. Mr. Green 
is gifted with remarkable conversational 
powers, is clear and luminous in statement, 
and no one can listen to him without rare 
entertainment and instruction. He is un­ 
tiring in his researches alter knowledge, 
and lias a marvelous aptitude for combin­ 
ing and controlling the minor and insig­ 
nificant forces of nature, so that they will 
work together for the advantage of man. 
His labors extend far beyond the mere 
cultivation of fish. Among his melon 
vines Mr. Green has laid Liard*. Lifting 
up those boards multitudes of toads were 
found concealed there by day. At night 
they come out and feed upon the insects 
that infest the melon vines. It was a sim­ 
ple device, and one that succeeded admir­ 
ably. The toads were harnessed to his 
scheme of gardening, and worked faith­ 
fully and well. There is a hint in this to 
other growers of melons. Mr. Green is a 
born experimenter, and is not slow to get 
at the bottom facts in tiie matters that 
attract his attention. He is not disposed 
to adopt tiie speculations or conclusions of 
others, except so far as they are based 11 ¡ion 
proved conditions. He ha* reduced to 
practical use and given to the world the 
results of long years of study and observa­ 
tion, and the world is lietter thereby, lie 
is in the full vigor of industrious life, and 
will yet accomplish much more in the field 
of his special pursuits.—[American Agri­ 
culturist.

Tiir. SUBJECT OF PRUNING. 
T he pruning of fruit trees is a branch of 
the industry of fruit-growing which re­ 
quires application of intelligent methods 
resulting from close observation and expe­ 
rience. 
The methods suitable at points in 
th e East may have no adaptability here. 
No general rule, in fact, could be laid 
down fot fruit-growers of California, for 
the variation in clim ate and soils between 
different localities would render w hat is 
-u it able in one section injurious, if not dis­ 
astrous, in another. 
There are general 
principles, of course, pertaining to the 
natural result of certain treatm ent, as for 
producing a high or low-set top to trees, 
etc., which are applicable for any locality, 
but as to the methods of pruning which 
shall produce the best results for durable 
tree wood and good fruiting, the experience 
of an established, painstaking, level-headed 
fruit-grower of any locality is of far more 
practical value for following, in his vicin- 
itv, than any number of bound volumes 
upon the subject gathered from writers in 
other parts of the world. 
The grower 
should, however, make himself intelligent 
as to the methods pursued in different 
localities and countries, for all such know­ 
ledge acquired renders the nroducer better 
the master of his vocation, and capable of 
adopting or blending the various plans as 
his growing experience or the changes in 
seasons and circumstances shall seem to 
point out for best results. 
This being the 
season of year when much pruning is done 
iu this State, the fruit-grower, and espec­ 
ially those who have recently begun in 
the business, should proceed cautiously 
and intelligently in the matter. 
A correspondent of the Anaheim (lareite 
has published his experience upon the sub­ 
ject, in which he says: 
Almost every one 
knows that the sap of the tree rises from 
the roots to the branches in the spring and 
descends to the roots again as w inter ap­ 
proaches. 
This knowledge should form 
our fundam ental rule for pruning 
N ature 
has put it in our power to strengthen or to 
weaken a tree, just as we see it necessary. 
Every branch of a tree cut or shortened 
during the m onths of April or November 
means a loss of sap or a weakening of the 
tree ; every pruning of the branches in the 
w inter months adds vigor to the growth of 
the tree. 
In our perfect clim ate the sap of 
the tree is supplied in such an enormous 
quantity th at we have in almost every in ­ 
stance to treat the trees with the intention 
of weakening them, or in other words, we 
have to prune in summer. 
The proper 
tim e of summer pruning is when the 
first new growth of wood has reached 
about one-half of its probable length—the 
bitter part of June. 
The pruning consists 
in cutting off one-third of the new growth. 
T he result is that a tree pruned in tlii» 
m anner stops growing for two or three 
w eeks; but the sup instead of forming 
wood is developing fruit buds for the com­ 
ing season on the last year’s growth. O th ­ 
erwise they would stay dorm ant for the 
next two or three days. 
This is especially 
th e case w ith apricot trees. 
T he second 
pruning should be given in the w inter 
when the leaves have fallen. 
T his second 
priming makes it possible for the orchard- 
i*t to give the tree the proper shape, and 
regulate by either longer or shorter prun­ 
ing its future grow th—short pruning to he 
aoplied on trees of poorer growth to stim ­ 
ulate them ; long pruning on vigorous 
growers to check their 
growth. 
T he 
apple free of this country is apt to grow 
very wild, but to bear very little, espe­ 
cially on irrigated soil of sandy loam. 
I 
found root-pruning the best remedy, while 
top-pruning in w inter tim e only increased 
toe e . ¡1. The surplus suckers and branches 
must Ik; removed during the summer. Some 
of our farmers make great mistakes in 
pruning. 
They have a superficial knowl­ 
edge of it and do more harm than good. 
They prune, for instance, a vigorous ap ri­ 
cot tree late in the fall or w inter very 
severely. 
T he result is plenty of wood 
and leaves, but no fruit. 
Or, they prune a 
sickly tree very little, so as not to inter­ 
fere with its appearance, as compared with 
the adjoining trees. 
In this case the tree 
must supply with its little sap all its 1111- 
elipped branches, and the result is the tree 
gets weaker, don't l>ear, and the difference 
between it and its neighbor becomes only 
More striking the next year. 
In pursu­ 
ance of my theory, I will finally add th at 
it is of great lienefit to give trees that have 
born heavily a very severe winter-pruning. 
RIGHTS OF FRUIT-GKOWEBS. 
W hen fruit trees are neglected, crowded 
and abandoned, they not only cease to hear 
fruit, but generate contagious diseases, 
w hich spread to the other trees 
and 
orchards like the seeds of the Canada 
thistle, and soon desolate a whole section 
iff country, some of whose orchards may 
h ive been kept in prim e condition. 
This 
suggest» the necessity of some legal reme­ 
dies, such as the enforcement of sanitary 
regulations among fruit-growers, as are a t­ 
tem pted in the relations of human society. 
T he horticultural societies should take the 
m atter in hand with vigor, and bring such 
influence to bear upon the lawmakers as to 
be aide to cause the destruction of every 
tree arid orchard affected with any of these 
fruit ar.d fruit-tree infections. 
A man has 
no more right to keep a pe-t-field of cot­ 
tony cushion, scale-bug, phylloxera 
or 
I anatfa thistle than he has to keep a pest- 
lio:;s.> i small-pox. yellow fever or • bolera 
or. his private grounds in the midst if his 
fellow -i iiigs.—[San Bernardino Index. 
VALUE OF St I.OS. 
T!:. extraordinary success reported in 
England in regard to the silo, tltiO having 
Wen emit there last season, and the very i 
favorable showings made of them in the 
journal-, together wilh the discovery of 
wh it ir known as ‘‘sweet ensilage” in this 
c e.intrv, will call renewed attention to this 
svstem of preserving the coarser fodders of 
the farm. 
The crtcessivc acidity generated 
w is against the silo at first, and the sup- 
l»msi need of a great army of men and 
teams to put in a " feix" full each day, but 
the chancing upon sweet ensilage has ob­ 
viated all this, and the ordinary help of 
lh e farm is now found sufficient. 
The till­ 
ing of the silo should lie very slow, so that 
each dav's filling can remain at least two 
davs exposed to the air to " heat.”

d »t. red dop> not again show ferment, and 
11ni- escapes the lactic acid stage, or sharp, 
strong taste of vinegar noticed when the 
si'io is shut up at once, and the acid devel­

T he new method 
requires very little 
weighting, the most im portant condition 
being to put three or four inches of wet 
clay over the plank covers, well trodden 
down to exclude the air, rather than tons 
of stone. Henry W ing, of I’ortagc county, 
put up his ensilage— 3<*0 tons—by this 
proco—, and it is t. >w being fed, and in 
appearance and condition agrees exactly 
w ith the perfect ensilage described by 1 >r. 
Yoelckar. 
The n - t of putting this ensil­ 
age into the silo Mr. W ing estimates at 


about fifty cents per ton, and as his fodder | 
corn went abont twenty tons per acre, and I 
three tons equal a ton of hay, it does not 
take a very great am ount of arithm etic to 
figure out its cheapness as compared with 
hay at three-quarters of a ton per acre.

OVERCOMING THE PHYLLOXERA. 
A Paris correspondent of the London 
Times says: People here are just now 
anxiously discussing a question which may 
lie of much greater im portance to France" 
than any of the others at present exciting 
in terest; fur it refers to the saving of one 
of her chief industries, namely, wine­ 
growing. 
A medical man in the D epart­ 
ment of M aine et Loire is said to have at 
length discovered a means of overcoming 
the phylloxera by an easy and inexpensive 
treatm ent, the basis of which is an arsen­ 
ical solution m ixed with cinders. 
The 
limited experim ents made w ith this prepa­ 
ration seem to have been attended with 
adm irable results. 
A vineyard selected 
from a neighborhood completely devas­ 
tated by the phylloxera, and subjected to 
the new treatm ent resisted the scourge in 
a most striking manner. 
Not only the 
foliage and stocks, but the roots rem ained 
perfectly intact, while the fruit is said to 
have been abundant and of excellent qual­ 
ity. 
F urther experim ents on a large scale 
are about to he made in the Medoc; and, 
the inventor having patented his remedy, 
the result obtained will receive all possible 
publicity. 
OLD ORCHARDS. 
Probably the 
greatest cause of 
old 
orchards dying is starvation. 
A tree, like 
an anim al, when nearly starved, succumbs 
easily to other adverse causes. 
Now that 
these adverse causes are more numerous 
than formerly, it is no wonder that trees 
weakened by long bearing and scant allow­ 
ance of food should die. 
It is probably 
very near the truth to say th at the only 
old orchards th at yield fair returns are 
those th at arc supplied with plenty of 
fertilizers. 
Very many such orchards in 
all parts of the State are paying well. 
Young orchards th at have borne only a 
few crops may be doing well, but they will 
soon reach the condition of the old ones if 
not given proper care. 
I f this care is 
given, there need be no use of discarding 
our choice old varieties for new ones of 
uncertain value.—[Ohio Farmer. 


PERSIMMONS AT FRESNO. 
W e recently acknowledged receipt of 
tine Japanese persimmons from Professor 
Jam es Stratton, of Fresno. 
In a letter ac­ 
companying them Professor Stratton gives 
these interesting statem ents about the 
growth of the trees: “ I have nearly 200 
persimmon trees; they ju st begin to bear. 
Some of the little trees, scarcely more 
than an inch in diam eter, bore from 20 to 
50 large ones like oranges—some had over 
100 on them, especially when partially 
shaded by other trees. 
The fruit-dealers 
paid me 12 to 15 cents per pound for the 
crop. 
The fruit should lie kept until soft, 
when they will he pronounced by some as 
fine a fruit as they ever ate.” —[R ural 
1 ’ress. 
SETTING OUT TREES. 
Almost anybody can dig a hole and plant 
a tree, but not everybody knows how to 
do the job so as to insure the growth of the 
tree. 
A gentleman who has had consider­ 
able experience in this line, and w henever 
fails to make a ¡.u cess of his labors, gives 
us the following as the most reliable plan 
on shallow soils: 
Dig down to bediock. 
Bore a hole two or three inches in diameter, 
into the rock or hard-pan about three feet. 
Fill it with sand. 
.Set in your trees. 
Fill 
the hole with a m ixture of dry dirt and 
harn-yard refuse. 
W hen nearly full pour 
in several buckets of water. 
This plan lias 
been tried a number of times on the adobe 
and always insures a vigorous growth of 
the trees thus s e t out.

If, 
however, the cocoons are reeled off the 
profits, after deducting all accidents and 
expenses, are safely calculated at $200.

HOW TO DRESS THE HAIR. 
To have beautiful h air and keep it in 
health requires as much care as the teeth, 
nails or face. 
So m any tw ist the hair up 
in some becoming fashion the year round, 
and wonder that it gets streaked, thin in 
spots, and seems harsh and dry. 
The hair 
should be loosened every night before re­ 
tiring, combed free from all tangles with a 
bone comb (rubber combe have done much 
to split and break the hair—nearly all 
have too much electricity to use ru b b er!; 
then use a stiff brush for a long time, 
brushing from the top to the very ends. It 
is well for the lady who has a maid, for it 
is impossible to properly brush one’s hair 
if very long. 
T hen braid and fasten the 
ends with soft silk braid for the night. T he 
«•alp should be kept clean and h e alth y ; 
wash occasionally, and have it thoroughly 
shampooed two or three times a year as 
well. 
To wash, braid the hair loosely in sev­ 
eral braids, take a raw egg and rub thor­ 
oughly into the scalp (if beaten first it rubs 
in better), then rinse in cold water with a 
iittle ammonia incorporated in it, wring 
the braids in a coarse towel, -it by a fire or 
in the sun until dry, then comb out the 
braids. 
The 
braiding 
prevents much 
snarling. 
W hen one’s hair is thin a qu i­ 
nine lotion will prevent its falling out and 
give life to the roots. 
The Parisian 
fashions for dressing children’s hair are as 
follows: 
R inglets are most favored for 
babies. 
L ittle boys have curls in the back 
and hangs in front. 
L ittle girl- have their hair waved and 
falling down the hack, with a colored rib­ 
bon to keep it in place. 
S.m e young girls 
have revived the fashion of light hair nets, 
with large raeslie.-. in which the hair falls 
loose and as low down as the m iddle of the 
hack. 
This style shows the hair to great 
advantage, and will probably meet with 
general approval. 
From 16 to 17 years of 
age the hair is worn high and twisted on 
the top of the head. 
W ith this method of 
arranging the hair round hats have no 
elastics, so as not to conceal any part of 
the pretty waves which the h air forms 
when thus raised from the nape of the 
neck. 
T he hat is fasumcd to líe hair by 
a steel pin with a shell or je t head.— 
[ English 11 air-dresser. 
UTILIZING INDIAN SHAWLS. 
In fur cloaks there is not any change. 
They are generally made tightly fitting at 
the back, and h alf tightly fitting in front, 
in order not to stretch the fur lining too 
much. 
Sealskin is all the rage in Paris 
just now. 
The most elegant m antles are 
made of this very beautiful and costly fur, 
and are trimmed with Canadian heaver or 
silver fox. 
The shape of the m antle is 
generally th at of a visite, with deep hang­ 
ing sleeves. 
T he fur border i* put on 
around the neck and sleeves, down the 
front and around the mantle. 
As for fancy cloaks, they are most gorge­ 
ous, and look more like splendid dresses 
than cloaks. 
They are made not only of 
the most magnificent brocaded velvets and 
silks, and trim med with the most expen­ 
sive furs, but they are also profusely em­ 
broidered and braided with every kind of 
passementerie and beads imaginable.

describe them would be inijsmsible; you 
must -ee them even to imagine their ele­ 
gance. 
Finally, I must mention the new cloak* 
made out of long Indian shawls, and that 
without cutting a -ingle thread of the 
shawl or injuring it in any way, so that if 
the shawl were required to be worn again 
as a shawl it could la*. 
This is quite a

shawls, and do not know what to do with 
them. 
The long shawl- may be thus con­ 
verted into any iong cloak now in fashion, 
while square shawls are converted into dol­ 
mans and v isito .

A C ORNER CLOSET. 
A corner closet is prettier than one flat 
against the wall, if the corner can be -pared 
for the purpose. 
Have a board cut to tit 
the corner exactly, and measuring from the 
point outward about two feet. 
The top 
may be covered with m aterial m atching 
th at whi‘ h is to be used for the curtains, 
or the wood stained in im itation of walnut. 
On th e under side of the board screw in 
double hooks such as are used in wardrobes 
— having two or three rows of them, with 
a space between each row. Wooden brack­ 
ets or supporters are strongly nailed to the 
wall, and on these, with tiie screws down­ 
ward, t lie shelf is to be securely fastened 
by screwing or nailing. 
The distance be­ 
tween the floor and shelf should be aliout 
five and a half or six feet. 
The draperies 
or curtains are then to be tacked across 
the front of the closet w ith brass-headed 
nails. 
Two curtains, the division being 
in tiie middle, 
are 
necessary. 
They 
may lie 
of double-faced 
Canton 
flan­ 
nel, or any other material desired, of w hat­ 
ever color, and :l- handsome or simple as 
one may wish. The top of the shelf can be 
ornam ented with pretty bric-a-brac, and the 
effect will he wonderfully pleasing. 
If a 
corner cannot be spared for tlii- purpose, 
a straight shelf 
will answer as well, 
but the curtain must in this case he 
carried around the corners and across the 
ends of the shelf. 
They prove such a 
comfort and convenience th a t one is fully 
repaid for the trifling expense and slight 
trouble necessary for their construction. 
W hen working with mnerame cord, or 
with worsted, if the latter i- not stacked it 
is often troiililesome, as the ball is apt to 
roll away. 
Therefore iittle bags for hold­ 
ing the ball prove a great convenience. 
Saddlers’ or else knitting silk is the m ate­ 
rial used, and of any shade that may be 
desired. 
The bag i* crocheted in open­ 
work stitch, drawn together at the bottom 
and sewed strongly. 
Then finish with a 
feiw of satin ribbon. 
The top is to be 
held together with a draw ing-st ring of 
satin ribbon, w ith a bow of the same at 
tiie top of the long loops. 
Beneath this 
bow a small safety-pin should be strongly 
sewed, and the hag is thus fastened to the 
belt when required fortise. The ball is placed 
in the bag with the end of the cord com­ 
ing from the top. 
It will prove very 
useful, and in other ways than a work-bag, 
for it can be placed alongside a closet door, 
and when tha cords are taken from pack­ 
ages, if rolled in a ball and put in the bag, 
whenever a hit of cord is required for any 
pur ¡sise it will always he at hand without 
having to search for it.— [Am erican Queen. 
FOR THE KITCHEN SCRAP BOOK. 
Finger marks can be removed from wall 
paper by rubbing them with a crust of 
bread. 
Rye or brown bread i* best. 
An oyster shell in the teakettle will 
prevent the formation of crust. T he oyster 
shell will attract all the stony particles. 
A potato with one end cut off is better 
than a rag for securing the knives. A thin 
shave must he taken off each time, to give 
a moist surface. 
Tepid w ater with a little borax dissolved 
in it is good to wash colored table linen in. 
Nice tablecloths anil napkins should not 
be allowed to become much soiled, so th at 
they will require vigorous rubbing with 
soap or in hot water. 
NVhen packages are sent home fold up 
all the good wrapping paper, running a 
warm iron over any which are badly crum ­ 
pled ; lay each kind in a pile by itself, 
either in box or cupboard, and many steps 
will be saved when a piece is w anted for 
wrapping a package. 
if a large lump of washing soda is kept 
in the kiti hen sink by the waste pipe, and

The copyright bill introduced in the 
U nited States Senate is intended to extend 
American copyright to the authors of any 
foreign country which accord? reciprocal 
privileges to American authors. 
It also 
abolishes distinctions between citizen or 
resident and foreign authors, so as to put 
authors in other countries on an equal 
footing with our own. 
Thus a foreign au­ 
thor could obtain copyright here by first 
publishing here, or by publishing here and 
abroad sim ultaneously; but he would not 
be compelled to be a resident of the U nited 
States. 
It is assumed that this overture 
on our part will lead foreign countries to 
extend like privileges to our authors. The 
correspondence between Mr. Frelinghuysen 
and the A m erican Copyright League last 
winter, justifies the belief that the Presi­ 
dent will sign some such a hill as th at now 
presented. 
Both the Secretary and Presi­ 
dent were then understood to be opposed to 
what was known 
as 
the “ Publishers’ 
Treaty Plan,” which was a scheme for 
a treaty recognizing the copyright of an 
English author here, under the proviso 
that he soil it to an American publisher; 
also th at the same rule apply in England 
regarding 
the copyright of American 
authors. The simple thing needed is recog­ 
nition as property of copyright here and 
in England, w ithout an y ifs or huts or pro­ 
visos tagged on. 
This cannot probably 
be had now. 
In his letter to the League 
last winter, Mr. Frelinghuysen used this 
language in opposing the treaty scheme: 
I am satisfied that a sim pler solution of the 
question could be effected by some m eans which 
will give in each country to the foreign author 
th e w n e right as a native author enjoys. The 
dom estic copyright law does not attem pt to 
legislate upou the relations between an author 
and his publisher, and it is not easy to see why 
an international com pact should legislate upon 
a point w hich in each country is left to the 
course of trade. 
1 think th e foreigner owning 
a copyright should have here the sam e privi­ 
lege as our own citizens, provided our citizens 
luive in the foreigner's country the same rights 
as the natives th ereo f; and thereupon I would 
leave to the m utual convenience of the holder 
of the copyright and the publisher the adjust­ 
m ent of their contract, and leave to the tariff 
th e task of protecting the paper m akers, type 
founders, printers and other artisans who join 
ia produeingthe book as a m arketable article. 
The present bill, therefore, may be said 
to be certain of the support of the A dm in­ 
istration.

It is a volume of nearly 500 pages in 
large octavo form, and is from the pen of 
one of the most practical of historians, and 
whose career has been one of exceeding 
brilliancy. 
History in his bunds wears a 
charm with w hich few others can invest it. 
As Ilia works on universal history are the 
last of a grandly spent life, so they are the 
most brilliant and the most valuable to tlie 
age and to posterity. 
His “ Universal H is­ 
tory'’ is a gathering up of the threads and 
the twisting of them all into tiie vast cable 
of the ¡«resent—-if we can bt pardoned a 
very homely simile. 
In these volumes he 
details the great events, causes and factors 
that produced tiie great results of civiliza­ 
tion, but only to a limited extent indulges 
in the details themselves. 
We have here 
the fact of development, the stim ulants of 
it, 'he causes for it, but then- is nothing 
wasted i• t analysis of the details of these 
cause?, for the eminent author proceeds 
upon the assumption that with these the 
reader has already familiarized himself. 
As be him self says in such a work the eve 
must be kept upon the “ Universal” and 
not. degenerate int-i mere speculation.

As early as > o’clock this m orning a largo 
crowd began to accum ulate in the vicinity 
of the County Jail, and gradually int o as.-u 
until, as the iiourof execution ajqiron -bed, 
tlie sidewalks and streets for several blocks 
around the jail were densely thronged will, 
men. women and children, staring blankly 
at the frowning edifice wherein Leroy was 
to pay the penalty of his crime w ith his 
life. 
All the visiters, with the exception of 
newspaper reporters, were denied adm is­ 
sion until 11J0 o’clock, at which tim e 
about 500 people were crushed into the 
narrow court and corridors of the jail. 
At about 10 o’clock Leroy expressed a de­ 
sire to see a ¡iriest, and im m ediately Father 
Connolly was sent for. to wlmin Leroy 
stated that lie wanted te die in tin-C atho­ 
lic faith.

TH E DEATH WARRANT. 
At 12:2-5 Sheriff H opkins and Deputies 
Driscoll and R xlgers entered the cell, and 
Driscoll proceeded to read tiie death war­ 
rant. Leroy listening to it attentively, but 
w ithout a word. 
At 12:28 the celí-door 
swung open, and the condemned man. 
accompanied by the priest and several jail 
officials, m ounted tlie statluld. looking verv 
pale, but w ith a steady step. 
As tiie strap’s 
and noose were being 
adjusted, Leroy 
listened attentively to the prayer of the 
priest, and. kissing’the crucifix, closed his 
eyes as the black cap was draw n over iffs 
face. 
LEROY'o d e a th in s ta n t. 
Everything being complete, the word was 
given and at 12:31 the tra]> was sprung. 
Death was instantaneous. The body was 
allowed to hang for fifteen m inutes' after 
which it was lowered and placed in a coffin. 
Dr. Blach exam ined it, :uul said that the 
neck had been broken, thus causing death 
alm ost instantly. 
Leroy this m orning expressed a wish that 
Iffs body should he placed in the care of 
the priests whu attended hint and not sent 
to th e Morgue. 
The Coroner, receiving a 
certificate of death from the City Physician, 
complied with Leroy’s request. 


TH E CONDEMNED M A S S CRIME. 
The crime for which Leroy was con­ 
demned, horrible and dastardly as it was. 
is fam iliar to nearly all readers. 
It was 
committed, as supposed, on Tuesday, the 
11th of August, 1883. On the Friday fol­ 
lowing the festering mortal rem ains of poor 
old Nicholas tjkerrett, on aged and respect­ 
ed m erchant, were found locked in a closet 
in the third story of one of ids own houses, 
No. 1129 Ellis street. 
He was an English­ 
m an by birth, and a bachelor. 
For m any 
years up to 1870. he kept a dry goods store 
on M ontgomery street. 
Ht- lived in apart­ 
ments on Bush street, corner of Dupont. 
H e had been missed since the Monday be­ 
fore, and foul piav being suspected the 
m atter was reported to the jiolice. 
Many 
detectives were set at work, chief among 
them being Captain Lees ami Robert H o­ 
nan. 
Friends told of Skerrett having gone 
ab«.ut with some strange m en, and among 
these Leroy was described. 
lie was shad­ 
owed, and on W ednesday captured at the 
house of Donald WeLea, on Folsom street. 
The body was discovered afterward. 
The 
case was rem arkable, from tiie fact that 
Skerrett’s disappearance was known anti 
remarked two clays before the authorities 
knew of the commission of the crime. 


LEROY KNOWN TO TH E POLICE. 
Leroy was known to tlie police by the 
aliases’ of La Rue, H aynes and Amos 
Woodward. H e had served a ienu in b..ti 
Quentin for forgery. H e told conflicting 
stories of his dealings with t-kerrett. 
The 
theory was that he knew the old man tobe 
wealthy, and, going to the house named 
w ith him , made certain demands of him , 
which 
being refused, 
he 
deliberately 
clutched the helpless old m erchant by the 
throat and choked him to death. 
I.c-roy 
ridiculed this theory, protesting iffs inno­ 
cence, asserting that the dec-«>td was one 
of his Ik 
friends, and laid the crime to 
some strangers. The evidence collected 
against him wa.- very str--ng. 
ILwas all 
circum stantial. Friends testified to huviug 
seen ¡skerrett and Leroy much together, 
and Dollar and McDonald, two young men

John D. W haley appeared 
as counsel.

mation having previously been denied On 
the ninth day of the trial the defendant 
was found guilty of m urder in the first de­ 
gree.

T he regular q u arterly m eeting o f the 
State B oard of H ealth was held in th is city 
T hursday evening. 
P resent, Dr. O rm e, 
President, 
and 
Drs! 
Crowder, Cluness, 
B riceland, C o le ,Sim pson and T yrrell, m em ­ 
bers, and by invitation G ovem orS tonem an, 
Rev. J . H . C. Bonte, D r. W . B. M ay. Dr. A, 
W Saxe an d E. W . M aslin. 
Drs. Cole and Sim pson presented th eir 
com m issions, and took th eir seats as m em ­ 
bers of th e Board. 
T he subject o f q uarantine in the B ay of 
San Francisco, and th e necessity for legisla­ 
tion to the furtherance o f th a t end, was 
th en discussed. 
Dr. Sim pson gave a sy ­ 
nopsis o f the endeavors m ade from tim e to 
tim e to obtain a q u aran tin e in San F ra n ­ 
cisco bay. and am ong other statem ents said 
th at probably the sum o f $600,000 w ould be 
appropriate?! b y Congress for san itary p u r­ 
poses. and that by well directed an d per­ 
sistent efforts a portion o f th at su m m ight 
be obtained by this B oard for use at San 
Francisco. 
Dr. Cole th o u g h t th at th e necessity for 
q u aran tin e should be first discussed. 
Dr. O rm e replied th a t at form er m eetings 
of the B oard th at m atter had been fully con­ 
sidered an d th e necessity of q u aran tin e de­ 
term ined upon. 
G overnor S tonem an gave a short history 
o f the m easures introduced in to th e last 
Legislature by his direction, both for a hos­ 
pital for th e insane an d fur efficient q u a r­ 
antine. and th eir failure through the apatiiy 
or indifference o f those to w hom the m eas­ 
ures w ere intrusted. 
T he G overnor spoke 
very favorably o f A ngel Islan d as a suita­ 
ble place for q u aran tin e purposes. 
I>r. R. B. Cole, in expressing his opinion 
upon the subject, th o u g h t th at upon proper 
representation th e U nited .States G overn­ 
m ent w ould set ap art sufficient land from 
its reserves to subserve th e purpose of q u ar­ 
an tin e in San Francisco Bay, and th at this 
Legislature should be asked fur an appro­ 
p riation for th e purpose of erecting suitable 
buildings. 
T h is appropriation should not 
only he large enough to erect these build­ 
ings. but o f sufficient am ount to q uarantine 
th e w hole State, if a t any tim e such action 
becam e necessary. H e therefore m oved th at 
a com m ittee o f th ree be appointed w ho 
shall take 
such 
bilis 
as 
have 
been 
presented to the Legislature upon th e su b ­ 
ject o f State q uarantine, an d draft from 
them an d engraft upon them such m eas­ 
ures as w ill accom plish th e desired result. 
Dr. Sim pson was o f the opinion th at the 
better way to obtain th e m eans of carrying 
out th e desire of th e B oard w ould be to get 
th e sum required pu t into th e general ap ­ 
propriation bill, and d raft a bill after the 
design o f th e q u aran tin e bill o f New Y’ork, 
w hich was mo.-t carefully draw n, and pre­ 
sent it to the Legislature. 
H e also th o u g h t 
it m ost im portant th at th e subject be urged 
upon Congress, as it is through it alone 
th at land can be procured for the purpose 
nam ed, and in furtherance of this object 
th o u g h t th a t a m em ber o f the B oard should 
he sent upon a special m ission to W ashing­ 
ton to confer w ith th e authorities, and im ­ 
press our representatives w ith the urgent 
necessity th at exists for prom pt action in 
th e prem ises.

p red ated th e necessities of effective guards 
against disease, an d w ith his aid th e Board 
m ight perhaps hope to gain those conces 
sions to science an d 
good governm ent 
w hich had h itherto been denied. H e asked 
Dr. Saxe to express his views upon the 
question o f quarantine, saying he believed 
th at we are threatened w ith a severe epi­ 
dem ic disease in the com ing sum m er, and 
th at now is th e tim e to prepare for it. 
l)r. S.-.xe, in response, briefly expressed 
his view -, assuring th e B oard o f h is earnest 
sy m p ath y in all m atters ap p ertain in g to 
th e h ealth o f th e State. 
T he m atter of 
q u aran tin e is attracting th e attention of th e 
w hole country, and suggested th at a b.ll he 
presentí ■!. providing th a t ail lepers im port­ 
ed into th e State should w ithin six m onths 
of th eir discovery he returned to th e place 
from w hich they cam e at th e expense of 
th e State.

I did 
th at in ’37—druv it w ith oxen, too.

H e was only a boy, but he was 
a good one. strong-listed and keen-witted. 
H e’d ( hop all day and study his books till

lie split and laid up the 
rails that fenced my first clearin’,

the rail-splitter of the old Tent It District.” 
They were given w ith energy, and Judge 
Tazewell came down and shook hands with

sonal ; 
ollect.on of a two days’ hunt 'e-r a 
lost chiM in the autum n of 41. 
“ A n -"cr Sunday-school fashion,” suid 
be. and about half a dozen hands went up. 
“ Is the Widow Loekery here.'” lie next 
inquired. 
“ 1 reckon she is.” came the answer in 
a woman's voice from somewhere in the 
crowd.

lips closed firmly, and her whole face had 
an expression of unspeakable sadness. 
“ Friends and neighbors,” she began; 
and all at once I found myself smiling, as 
I observed many others doing. 
Never lie- 
fore did human countenance so quickly 
transform its expression. 
The dark eyes 
tw inkled, the corners of the mouth gave a 
humorous curl, the lips parted in speech 
revealed a double row of ¡>erfect, natural 
teeth, gleam ing with drollery, and the 
whole changed physiognomy was laughter- 
provoking. 
“ Friends and neighbors: 
Soein’ as how 
Mr. Evans lias sort o’ give out th at I ’m the 
herowine o’ this tale o’ horror, maybe it 
would sound better for some one else to tell 
it. 
So much by way of preeface.

But 1 was there th at evenin’

There 1 stopped and lia 
tened, still as death, 
mercy for us ail abov

hair. 
It was Luke Wilson, or ’Squire W il­ 
son, as he was generally called. 
H e had a 
firm, intellectual head, and when he spoke 
his language was correct and well spoken. 
“ The widow Lockerv,” he began, “ has 
disclaimed all right to the title of heroine. 
Do not let the verdict he rendered till I 
have finished what 1 am aliout to relate. 
My friend and neighbor for forty years 
will, I know, pardon me if I for once lift 
the veil from the passage of her experience 
to which she seldom alindes, and of which 
many in this audience have never heard. 
N othing has been told here to-day, nothing 
could be told, more strongly illustrative of 
the courage and endurance of the pioneer 
spirit, at least of the spirit of one brave 
pioneer.

Ikxk- 
ery nor his wife had it in them to turn a 
sick stranger from th eir door; so they gave 
him supper and a bed. 
The next day lie 
was unable to rise, and before night be 
broke out with the small-pox. 
“ The following m orning when I went 
out to feed niv cattle I happened to look 
towards Izockery’s, and saw on a sharp rise 
of ground, half way between the two 
houses, a woman standing and beckoning 
to me. 
It was my neighbor here. 
I went 
toward her, hut while I was some distance 
away she halted me and told me in a few 
words about the man with the small-pox, 
and charged me to watch the road and 
warn the community. 
*She said she had 
been inoculated and would not take the 
disease, hut she feared for her husband aad 
children. 
T hat day I rode eleven miles to 
the nearest doctor. 
H is wife cried and 
would not let him go. 
H e read his books 
for an hour while my horse rested, and then 
made up a jiackage of medicine for me, 
and I startinl hack. 
I left tlie medicines 
and stim ulants on the scrub-oak hill, and 
Tom came and got them. 
" As R uth had feared, her husband and 
two children were taken down. 
Several of 
the nearer families then offered to take all 
risks and help her nurse her sick, but she 
firmly refused their assistance. 
“ ' I can get along alone,’ she would say 
from her }>ost an the hill. ‘ T he Lord gives 
me strength for all 1 have to do, and this 
horror m u-t not sprwid.’ 
E verything she 
needed was furnished prom ptly and abun­ 
dantly, and this was all she would suffer us 
to do.’ The stranger had the disease in its 
mildest form, hut Loekery and the little 
boys, Amos and W illy, were hopelessly bad 
from the fir-t. 
One morning the poor wo­ 
man called to me th at both the children 
were dead, and told me to have two coffins 
brought to the hill that evening at dark. 
George Giles and I dug a short, wide grave 
at a spot oil the place where she desig­ 
n a ted ; and th at night she took those cof­ 
fins to her cabin, put her children into 
them, and buried them with her own 
hands! 
One morning some three weeks 
later, as 1 went out of my house just at 
daybreak, I saw Mrs. I/iekery w aiting on 
the hill. 
She looked changed and bent, 
and her h air was loose and flying in the 
wind. 
I can see it all now. 
T he sky was 
such a clear, pale gray, and she looked so 
dark and wild against it ! 
I ran to niv old 
post, from which 1 had hailed iier daily for 
weeks.” 
“ ‘ Thomas died at m idnight,’ she called. 
‘ M ake his coffin as light as possible to 
have it strong enough.’ 
“ Then I shouted hack : 
“ •R uth Lockerv, you have done enough! 
Hilo" and 1 will come to-day and bury your 
dead; 
At this she threw up her arms and 
uttered an awful cry. 
“ ‘ Don't do it, for the love of God! 
I’ve 
gone through all this alone, th at no other 
plaie need be desolated as mine has been. 
Don’t let it be for nothing! 
It shall not 
lie for nothing 1 
If a man or woman dares 
to come near that awful house I’ll draw 
my rifle oil them !’ 
“ T he Canadian was by this time well 
enough to render her some assistance, and 
tbgetlier they coffined and buried poor 
Toni. 
They drew the body on a stone sled 
over the snow, and laid it in the new grave 
beside the other. 
T he next day we saw a 
red flame shoot up through the timber, and 
we knew R uth had fired her cabin and all 
the little effects it contained. 
There 
wasn’t much, to he sure—nothing that "be 
valued after w hat had gone before. 
\\ e 
left a pound of "ulpliur and two suits of 
clothing on tiio hill by her order. 
Tlie 
stranger got into fresh garm ents after Ruth 
had smoked them well. 
Then she cut his 
hair short, and rubbed his head with sul­ 
phur till, she said afterward, she knew he’d 
carry the scent into the next world with 
him. 
He L>ok a gun and a pouch of pro­ 
vision and went away, promising solemnly 
to enter no human habitation for at least 
a month. 
“ The weather had turned very m ild— 
it was the last of M arch—and Mrs. Lock- 
i rv begged us not to ask her in for a little 
w hile longer. 
She Guilt herself a wigwam 
of pi lies and balk: we look her some bed­ 
ding, and for three weeks slit- lived out of 
ibmr". 
Then she changed her clothing 
again and came among us, pure enough, 
we thought, to mingle with the angels of 
heaven. 
Tlie people get together and 
buiit lier another house, and furnished it 
with everything for lu r comfort. 
She 
lived alone for years, a brave, cheerful, 
actively helpful life; then sh*- adopted a 
friendless ba!*e, whom she reared to woman­ 
hood, and who is now well married, and 
gives to Mrs. Loekery in her old age a 
child’s love and duty.”—[A ngeliuc Teal, 
in Our Continent.

SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


M. Andries contends that hail is pro­ 
duced during ascending whirlwinds. 
Experim ents with the electric light in 
forcing plant growth are disappointing. 
D uring the next 250 years, it has been 
computed, there can be only one total 
eclipse of the sun—that of August 12,1999, 
w hich can be seen in England. 
Tlie tim e required to pass from an egg to 
an imago varies greatly. 
Thus the bee 
consumes less than tw enty days, w hile the 
cicada requires seventeen years. 
At a m eeting of the Royal Geological 
Society of Cornwall, England, Professor 
W arrington Smyth drew attention to the 
tem perature of deep mines, especially those 
of Nevada, the great heat of which he as- 
Tribed to chemical changes going on in the 
lode itself. 
It is reported th at Professor O. Sars. of 
Christiana, received two years ago some 
m ud taken from the bottom of an A ustra­ 
lian lake by a Norwegian geologist. 
Re­ 
cently he placed the mud in small aquaria 
and succeeded in producing from it quite a 
fauna of A ustralian fresh water inverte­ 
brates. 
Plate glass was discovered in an acci­ 
dental way, in 1688, by a man named The- 
vart. 
It is attributed to the breaking of a 
vessel containing melted glass, a portion of 
which found its way under a large Hag- 
stone. which, when subsequently removed, 
was found to consist of a plate of glass. 
This suggested the idea of casting glass in 
plates. 
Rolled gold is thus m anufactured : 
An 
ingot of lirass is east, and w hile it is yet 
hot a thin layer of gold alloy is poured 
u[K*n it. 
W hen the ingot thus covered lie- 
eomes cold it is forced between steel rollers 
until a long th in ribbon is produced, of 
w hich the proportion of gold and brass is, 
of course, the same a" that of the ingot. 
T he percentage of gold is often reduced 
very low—sometimes two and three per 
cent. 
This rolled gold in cheap bracelets 
and watch chains lasts for ten years. 
Dr. Lenz proposes to determ ine tem per­ 
atures at a distance by the telephone. Two 
stations are united by two wires, one of 
iron and the other ot' silver, soldered to­ 
gether at Imth ends. 
W hen the soldering 
of th e fir.'t station is at a difierent tem per­ 
ature from the soldering at the second sta­ 
tion a thermo-electric current is produced 
in the wires. 
If a telephone and inter­ 
rupter are introduced into the circuit the 
telephone will speak until the moment 
when the oliserver at the second "tation has 
raised or lowered the tenqierature of the 
soldered junction until it is identical with 
th at of the other at the first station.

CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


T W E N T Y -SIX T H SESSION—T W E L FT H DAY . 


SENATE. 
F rid a y , January 16,1S85. 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournm ent at 
11 o’clock a . m.. President Daggett in the ch air 
Knll called and quorum present. Journal of 
yesterday read and approved. 
During th e reading of the journal a m otion 
w as m ade bv Mr. Steele to dispense w ith the 
fu rth er reading of the journal. Pending dis­ 
cussion it was iound th at th e hold-over Cierk 
h a d been elected to a county office in h is own 
countv, and, after staying here a week, left John 
V Maher in charge of the journal. To cover the 
case. 011 motion o f Mr. Del Valle, the President 
•was authorized to appoint a tem porary Clerk. 
Jolm F. M aher was appointed. 
The m otion to 
dispense w ith the reading o f the journal was 
lost. 
Mr. Lynch said there were a num ber absent, 
ami he m oved a call of the Senate. Ix>»»t. 
Mr. Da vs olVered the follow ing : 
T hat the Senator receiving th e high­ 
est num ber of votes upon the next ballot, pro­ 
vided it be a m ajority of a quorum , shall be 
President pro tern, of th e Senate. 
Mr. Days said it was the most honorable way 
out of th e difficulty. 
It h ad been done iu Con­ 
gress 011 two several occasions. The Senate 
m ight stay here all session an d nothing be ac­ 
com plish ed. 
Senator Spencer of Stanislaus said it was the 
«ame oid resolution over again. The Republi­ 
can s were basing th eir ease upon only tw o 
cases, and th«>?e exceptional cases, and in defi­ 
an ce of all parliam entary law and all custom. 
They ask tlie Senate to «lo an unlaw ful net. 
Senator Saxe sai«l he w ished to organize the 
Senate as soon as possible, and he thought this 
body m ight do w hat a higher body h ad done, 
w ithout being guilty o f violating law. 
He 
quoted from Cushing in support of his opinion. 
Senator Johnson said the m otion in Congress- 
w as en tertain ed by the Clerk of the House of 
R epresentatives, w ho was Speaker tem porarily. 
T his m ajority rule h ad been in force in this 
títate ever since it becam e a State, and had 
never been violated. He did not w ant an officer 
who would sit in his seat by a m ere plurality 
vote. 
These precedents, w hen once 
estab­ 
lished, will be cited hereafter. 
It would be 
lik e Banquo’s ghost, alw ays poking its m on­ 
strous head up and refusing to down. 
Mr. Days again supported the resolution. 
Spencer of Stanislaus said it w ould be possi­ 
ble under the resolution to elect the officers by 
eleven votes. 
For his part he would rather 
dom e out squarely and vote direct for his most 
bitter politieal opponent, because, in th at way 
lie w ould not violate parliam entary law and 
custom . 
Mr. Lynch thought this m atter had been set­ 
tled th e other day. All history shows th at all 
States an d countries have established th at a m a­ 
jority is required. 
Senator Del Valle opposed the resolution. The 
question w a s o n e sim ply of parliam entary la w . 
T hat law had already been cited here. If this rule 
w ere adopted there would be 110 use in having 
rules, because they m ight be overturned at any 
tim e by a plurality vote. 
A fte rn o o n S essio n . 
The Senate reconvened at 2 o’clock. Quorum 
present. 
The question being on the resolution of Mr. 
Days, Senator McClure moved a call o f the Sen­ 
ate, w hich was carried. All present except 
those absent on leave. 
F urther proceedings 
w ere dispensed with. The resolution whs lost— 
ayes 17. uoes 17—and President Daggett directed 
th e Secretary to record his vote ia the nega­ 
tive. 
The Senate proceeded to ballot three tim es, 
w ith the sam e old result. Du tlie fourth ballot 
the Dem ocratic side ot th e Senate becam e sud­ 
denly paralyzed. It was understood this m orn­ 
ing th at the Republicans had broken away from 
th e caucus, but it was not believed they w ould 
organize, on account of the absence of so m any 
Senators. Rut on the fourth ballot Senator Beau­ 
vais led the break by voting for K night. Chan­ 
d ler voted for Hurl hurt. DéJ.ong for Chandler, 
Drum for Knight, H urlburt for (.'handler, Jo h n ­ 
son of San Bernardino for Baldw in. 
Mr. Lowe said, on casting his ballot, that 
ow ing to his earnest «lesire to organize* the Sen­ 
ate, and stop th is enorm ous outlay of m oney 
and precious tim e, every moment of which was 
precious to the sufi'ering interests of the State, 
and disavow ing em phatically any favoritism or 
prejudice for or against either*of the contending 
factions of the Dem ocratic side, he w ould cast 
his vote for .Senator Baldw in. 
Mr. l’alm ieri 
voted lor K n itrh t; Parkinson for C h a n d le r: 
R outier for Knight ; Saxe for knight ; Steele lor 
B aldw in; W allace for K n ig h t; W hitney lor 
McClure. 
Mr. W right, in easting his vote, m ade an e x ­ 
planation. 
He recited th e various features of 
th e political dram a th at had presented itself to 
th e Senate for th e past tw o weeks. 
He had a n ­ 
swered to his nam e, he said, on this one ques­ 
tion 181 tim es, and y et no result. The Republi­ 
cans, tw enty 
in 'num ber, 
had 
followed a 
universally * adopted 
political custom, and 
selected a candidate and voted for him . The 
R epublicans 
had 
tried 
by 
all 
m eans in 
th eir now er 
to organize 
the Senate. 
On 
th e other hand, th e 
Dem ocratic m em bers 
h ad 
by 
th eir 
actions 
dem onstrated 
th at 
w ith 
th e 
capacity 
w hich 
they possessed, 
an d 
w hich 
th e 
Republicans 
«lid 
not, 
th a t they would never organize tin* Senate. Tin? 
R epublicans had dem onstrated th at they pos­ 
sessed the w ill but not the power to organize! 
He said he was a Republican of long standing, 
as strong a parti.-an as any person has a right to 
be. but he was a R epublican as a m eans to se­ 
cure an end. 
He was not a Republican enough 
to sit in his sent any longer and jeopardize the 
interests of th e people o f the stale, and for th a t 
reason he would east his vote lor .Senator Knight. 
The vote resulted as follows:

Pending th e second ballot Senator Boom* de­ 
sired t«> explain his vote. 
He said he was about 
to cast his first vote for a Democrat, am i he 
w anted to state his reasons. 
He was sent h ere 
to represent the T hirteenth D istrict of San 
Francisco. 
It was a fact well known to all th at 
th ere w ere m easures of great im portance to 
com e before this session of the Legislature th at 
m aterially affected the various branches of in ­ 
dustry throughout this State, and of more im ­ 
portance t<* the people «»f this State th an th e 
m ere ratification of any political faction, 
a he 
Constitution allows the I legislature but sixty 
days, and two weeks of th at tim e h ad already 
been consum ed, and yet the Senate is not ready 
for action. 
Political dim ensions had prevented 
th e Democrat.', who had the power, from organ­ 
izing th e Senate. 
th e Senate had been kept 
day after day wasting tim e which ought to 
h ave been occupied in furthering legislation, 
and he believed the tim e h ad come to stop th at 
business and g«*t down to work. 
He wished it 
distinctly understood th at in o«*ing so he «li«!

On T hursday M J. Mvars c f Sonoma introduced 
a bill in th Assembly the object of which 
to 
stH-ure l*ett(T county roads, by requiring all re­ 
p a ir' thereto to be (tone by contract, instead of 
by direction of the Roadm astcrs. a« nt present, 
l uder the present eysCcm one m an has, in 
m any instances, from U i’-rty to forty m iles of 
road under 
superYfidon, and it is impossible 


for him to give the necessary attention to such 
an ex ten t of road. 
Mr. Mears’ bill contem plates 
th e division of the roads of each county into 
sections of eight, ten or tw elve m iles each, and 
to have the repairing in these separate sections 
done oy contract. 
The bill introduced by Assem blym an Davis of 
Sacram ento, relative to a State detective loree, 
provides lor the appointm ent of a State detective 
force, consisting of a chief and five subordinate 
detectives. The chief is to be appointed by the 
Governor, and the subordinates are to be se­ 
lected by the chief. The State is to be divided 
into five districts, to each of w hich a detective 
w ill be assigned. 
No appointm ent is to be m ade 
on account of politics, aud no rem ovals are to 
be m ade except for cause, and after a hearing. 
The m em bers of the force are to have the i>olice 
powers of Sheriffs and Constables throughout 
th e State, and their whole tim e is to be devoted 
to the detection of crim e. The chief is to re­ 
ceive a salary of $2,400, and each of the subor­ 
dinates $1.500 annually, and they are not per­ 
m itted to receive rewards. 
The Assembly Com m ittee on Elections yester­ 
day completed* its investigation of the Buhlert- 
Learv contest f«>r the seat held by the later, 
from 'the Fortieth (San Francisco) District. The 
com m ittee unanim ously decided iu favor of 
B uhlert. th e co n testan t: and if the report be ac­ 
cept •.*<! by the House, Sargent, U is said, will 
gain a vote. 
In the ease of Tyler vs. Morris, the 
com m ittee has decided in favor of Morris by a 
vote of 6 out of 7. T his will undoubtedly result 
in continuing Morris, the sitting m em ber, in his 
seat. 
Considerable m errim ent w as created in the 
Assembly yesterday, just prior to the announce­ 
m ent that the deadlock in the .Senate had been 
broken, by the introduction of a resolution by 
Douglas to th e effect th a t the Assembly do re­ 
solve itself into a Com m ittee of th e W hole for 
the purpose o f appoint ing forty sub-com m ittees, 
of two m em ber.'each, whose duty it shall be to at 
once proceed to the Senate C ham ber and take 
one honorable Senator each, aud in good style 
carry aw ay such Senator to the banks of the 
roaring and m ighty Sacram ento river, and 
therein im m erse such Senator un til h e then 
and there yields and c rie s: *• Yes, 1 will organ­ 
ize !” and says, “ Hold, enough 1”

deed rcui -h the figure of 70.000,Wki gallons. Kaisin 
and shipping grapes also have increased in im ­ 
portance. 
It is the opinion of those best in ­ 
formed that this sudden increase o f production 
will cause no losses to the people if proper steps 
are taken in due tim e to prepare the way for the 
proper storage, and for opening new m arkets us 
well as enlarging those now enjoyed. The State 
at large is interested in thisquestion, a- business 
generally and country real estate prices and 
credits greatly depend upon passing this critical 
period in our history w ithout dem oralization of 
the industry. The northern f»art of this state is 
now looking m ainly to viticulture for the luture 
sup!*>rt of citizens, and as a m eans to induce im ­ 
m igration. 
It w ill be well for the country if the 
most effective m easures shall be taken to secure 
th e prosperity of producers, and thereby the 
w elfare of all who are indirectly concerned."

F u rth er l*ri»cee<lings—The 8tochton P la t- 
torm Reaffirmed. 


The R e c o rp-Us io n ’s telegraphic report 
of the proceedings of the Convention of 
Democrats which met in San Francisco 
Thursday to consider the general welfare 
of the party, closed w ith the introduction 1 
of an am endm ent by Mr. Foley to the 
comm ittee resolutions. Subsequent action 
was as follows : 


RK M A R K S O f J . W . F O L E Y . 
In support of his resolution. Mr. Foley i 
said : 
" I see nothing undemocratic in the 
resolution. 
The party is in a very critical 
condition. 
It is useless to deny that there 
is strife in the party. 
1 believe the time 
has come when the lenders of the party 
should come together in the true spirit and 
unite the two factions of the party. 
We 
m ight as well m eet the condition of tho 
party at the present tim e now as hereafter. 
There were some things that were done at 
the Stockton Convention which 1 do not 
approve; there are m any other things 
w hich I do heartily approve. 
I think th at 
we should not drive out a num ber of Dem­ 
ocrats from the party. 
Accursed be the 
resolution that divides the party. 
1 offer 
my resolution in the interest of harm ony.” 
S. M. W hite asked Mr. Foley w hat his 
resolution meant. 
Mr. Foley in reply said ; *■ The Stockton 
Convention in one of its resolutions said 
that Judge Field had no right to aspire to 
the Presidency of the United States. 
1 be­ 
lieve Judge Field has the right to aspire to 
that or any other office. 
If the gentlem an 
will read the resolution,he will understand 
it as well as the author.” 
J. W. Breckinridge spoke in support of 
the resolutions ; *‘ One object of our assem­ 
bling here is to express the sentim ent of 
the Democratic party on the present situ­ 
ation of the party in the State. 
We all 
know that the party is in the midst of some 
difficulties. There is a faction in the party 
w hich is led by a paper in the city, the 
A lla, which professes that it is the repre­ 
sentative of the Democratic party in this 
State. T hat paper does not represent the 
party, but a faction, which is reputable in 
wealth, intelligence and social position, but 
contem ptible in point of members. 
I be­ 
lieve the great m ajority of the Democratic 
party is in sym pathy with the principles 
announced by the Stockton Convention. 
That paper lias attributed the Democratic 
defeat in this State in the national cam­ 
paign to the course of the Stockton Con­ 
vention. 
Every m an of intelligence knows 
th at this is not true. The disaster in this 
State was due to the treachery of the m al­ 
contents in the parly, and to the fact also 
that

popular 
idol, 
A llan 
G. 
Thurm an, 
was 
not 
nom inated 
at 
Chicago. 
No one desires to see harm ony 
in the party in the State more than I do. 
but I do not w ant it at the expense of 
abandoning our principles. 
If the Demo­ 
cratic party in this State is not the party-of 
anti-m onopoly it is nothing. 
If we are 
willing to stoop so low as to go back on the 
action of the Stockton Convention, the m i­ 
nority would glorify over the masses of the 
Democratic party in theSfate. The am end­ 
m ent offered by Mr. Foley is a stultification 
of the party. 
We do not deny the right of 
Judge Field to aspire to any office in the 
land, but tiiat right does not carry with it 
the backing of a constituency. 
I will say, 
finally, that in comm ending the course of 
the fifteen Senators in th e Legislature, we 
do not condemn the course o f the other 
five—we sim ply state th at they have not 
the approval of the party.” 


SEN A TO R KEDliV. 
Senator Pat. Reddy asked Mr. Foley ; 
■ Do you accord pi the people the right 
to reject the claims of any candidate?” 
“ Yes, sir," replied Mr. Foley. 
“ Have they the right to instruct their 
representative to vote against a candidate?” 
asked Mr. Reddy. 
" Yeu. sir," was the reply. 
11 Then what do you want this body to 
do? 
Do you mean to insinuate that the 
Democratic party has never allowed any 
one in its ranks to aspire to office?” 
Mr. Foley said : “ I was at the Stockton 
Convention, and I applauded the course of 
Mr. Reddy, when he defended Marshall 
against the attacks that were made against 
him .” 
" I call the gentleman to order,” said Mr. 
Reddy. 
" I don’t think it is necessary to 
refer to (lersonal m atters of that kind." 
Mr. Foley continued: 
I have a detesta­ 
tion of pledge-breakcrs, but I appeal to you 
to act for the good of the party in the 
future. ’ 
A rn o ld , of C olusa, sp o k e as follow s : " I 
am n o t figre se ek in g a n a p p o in tm e n t. 
1 
h a v e co m e from C o lu sa to p ro m o te th e 
h a rm o n y o f th e p a rty . 
I offer th e follow ­ 
in g reso lu tio n in th e in te re sts o f p eace : 
Jteeolrcd, T hat it is the sense of the m eeting 
th at the Dem ocrats of California as a party 
should lay aside past and present differences, 
and prepare to present an unbroken front iu 
future political conflicts. 
UcmMvcd, T hat we are willing our present Sen­ 
ator and Representatives in Congress should ad ­ 
vise President Cleveland and hi- adm inistration 
as to appointm ents in this State. 
8. M. W hite opposed Arnold’s resolution. 
He said : “ If we are to barter away w hat 
we consider sacred, then 1 do not want 
harm ony at such ft price. 
Are you ready 
to disapprove of the action of the Stockton 
Convention ? The resolution of Mr. Foley 
recants the action of that body in regard 
to Justice Field. 
If this body is ready to 
indorse Justice Field, who says that the. 
State has no rigid to regulate fares and 
freights, then it is tim eto recant our resolu­ 
tions in regard to him .” 


REPLY O F E X -G O V E R N O R IRWIN. 
Ex-Governor Irwin replied us follows to 
Mr. W h ite: “ I regret exceedingly that 
these resolutions of the comm ittee have 
been 
introduced. 
1 presum e 
th at the 
Stockton Convention 
represented three- 
fourths of the Democrats of the State. 
I 
do not want this body to reverse the action 
of that Convention, but 1 don’t want to see 
it reiterate the platform of that Convention. 
T hat Convention denounced some m en as 
corrupt and unw orthy of confidence. 
I 
think th at was something that should not 
have been done.

who did not vote for the Barry 
bill who did so conscientiously. 
I know 
that some m en were so actuated.

At the recent election we were defeated by

'The lack of harm ony in the Dem­ 
ocratic party produced apathy aud caused 
defeat.” 
W. D. English (interrupting)—Is it not 
better to be defeated on a principle than to 
get votes by forfeiting the principle?

The tact 
that this body has been convened ts the best 
evidence that the Democracy is divided. 
The State Central Committee and the vari­ 
ous County Committees which have Bent 
delegates to this body were elected at a tim e 
when the passions of the people were at 
their zenith and no man was able to say 
that liis soul was Ids own. 
This Conven­ 
tion does not represent the Democratic 
party in the State.” 
Reddy (interrupting)—W ill yon give us 
a prescription th at will heal up the wounds 
ot the parly ? 
Stephens—I would propose som ething in 
keeping with the resolution offered by Mr. 
Foley. 
If weadopt that we will not accuse 
any one. 
Let me tell you that some of the 
gentlemen who were the m ost assiduous in 
their efforts to secure the nom ination of 
Judge Field at Cincinnati were the most 
prom inent at the Stockton Convention. 
W hen you prosecute to too higli a degree 
you create the im pression th at you are per­ 
secuting. 
Some gentlemen arrogate’ to 
themselves all the purity that the Supreme 
Being possesses. 
A PERTINENT QUESTION. 
Senator Filcher asked: “ Can any har­ 
mony be brought about on an anti-m onop­ 
oly basis ? ” 
Stephens replied : “ Yes. 
W e can refrain 
from attacking the m inority whenever we : 
get together in a Convention." 
Reddy asked : “ Do you wish us to say j 
nothing more against the read-outs? ” 
“ Yes," responded Stephens. 
Chris. Buckley asked : ” Docs the resolu­ 


tion reported by the comm ittee take any 
rights trom any Democrat in the State ?" 
Stephens—They certainly add no right 
to those they already possess. 
Buckley again inquired : “ Do they pre­ 
vent any Democrat lrom going before a 
Convention for a nom ination ?” 
Stephens—They repudiate the read-outs 
as members of the party. 
Niles iSearls obtained the floor and spoke 
as follows: “ I like the nam e of this body. 
It is a conference. 
I feel more like a M eth­ 
odist now than ever before. It is one of the 
cardinal principles of that religious denom ­ 
ination that a m an m ay repent aud come 
back into the Church. 
The Church does 
not sacrifice any principle by adm ittiifg the 
repentant backslider into the Church again. 
W hat is our duty h ere0 
It is to stand by 
our principles, and also to allow any on.1 to 
return to the party if be so desires it. 
We 
should act with dignity, not with anger. 
T hat done, it seems to me that we should 
adjourn. The platform of the Stockton 
Convention is the law of the party till the 
next Convention adopts a new law. 
It we 
act with reason and with moderation we 
will be as successful as our principles de­ 
serve.” 
S P E E C H OF M R. PE L M A S. 
D. M. Dei nuts was called for and spoke 
as follows: 
“ Some extraordinary state­ 
m ents have been made hero, which 1 think 
should be answered. 
The object of Mr. 
Foley’s resolution is to retract the action 
of the Stockton Convention in regard to 
Stephen J. Field. 
E verym an in this coun­ 
try lias a right to reject him . I hold that no 
m an holding a position as a Judge lias a 
right to aspire to any political office, and 
for this reason m ainly 1 voted for the reso­ 
lution at the Stockton Convention in re 
gard to Justice Field. 
Is not Field's course 
on the Suprem e bench a proof of the cor- 
reetHess of this opinion ? 
Is it proper that 
a m an holding such a position should stoop 
down to dabble in m aking petty appoint­ 
m ents to local offices? A nother word lias 
been used here—harm ony. There are three 
parties in this State—the Republican party, 
the Democraetic party—which we represent 
to-night—and the Rail road party, composed 
of the Democrats who are opposed to the 
regular organization. 
For the last fifteen 
years the railroad lias controlled this State. 
It has not once been defeated in any meas­ 
ure that it has favored. There is a small 
faction of the Democratic party that acts in 
harm ony with the railroad. 
You can har­ 
monize with the Read-outs in one way. 
and in one way only. 
If you retract the 
platform s of the San Jose and Stockton 
Conventions you can harm onize. 
I will 
oppose that kind of harm ony. 
I would 
prefer to go down in defeat w ith principle 
th an to give up our principle^’ 


T H E C O N V E N T IO N ’S AC TIO N . 
The previous motion was then moved 
and carried. 
Arnold of Colusa withdrew his resolu­ 
tion. with the consent of tlie seconder. 
The resolution proposed by Foley was 
rejected, only nine members voting for it, 
and 65 against it. 
The following voted for 
it: 
Brumfield, Hawes, Foley, Mahoney, 
Carroll, McCroskey, R. D. Stephens, Eiclicl- 
roth and Irw in. 
Tlie resolutions as reported by the com­ 
m ittee were adopted by a vote of 60 ayes 
against five noes. 
The Conference Convention then ad­ 
journed sine die.
